U.S. -CHINA POLICY 

PRC DEVELOPMENTS, U.S. ELECTIONS AND REMARKS BY SECRETARY 
KISSINGER ALL RECEIVED PROMINENT TREATMENT BY NEWS MEDIA AND 
GAVE RISE TO SPECULATION ON U.S.-CHINA POLICY. PRC FACTION 
STRUGGLES WERE DISCUSSED AT LENGTH IN COMMENTARY AND ANALYSIS 
WITH COMMON LINE WARNING AGAINST ILLUSION PRC STABILITY UNDER
